Kaiser Announced His Intention Then 
at Secret Council 


_. A remarkable speech, said to have 
been made by the: 
council meeting in Potsdam jn June, 
1908, at which the German emperor 


aiser at a secret 


announced his decision to go to war, 
forms a chapter of William Le 
Queux’ new book, “German Spies tu 
England,” published recently. The 
author says he had obtained the re- 
port of the proceedings from a Ger- 
man in high position, holding pro- 
British views, who was present at the 
meeting. 

The. Kaiser began by declaring that 
—After long hours of fervent pray- 


’ er, light ha’ at last come’to me. The 


outlook is, | admit, dark, but we need 
‘not despair, for God, our great ally, 
‘has given into our hands the means 
of saving our empire from the dan- 
gers which are threatening its happi- 
ness and welfare. You know what I 
mean. It ig that wonderful invention 
which his excellency Count Zeppelin 
was enabled, through. the grace of 
the Lord, to make for safeguarding 
the glory of our beloved fatherland. 

“In this invention God. has placed 
the means at my disposal to lead Ger- 
many triumphantly out of her present 
difficulties and to make once for all 
the good words of our poet ‘Deutsch- 
land, Deutschiand Uber Alles.’ 

“Yes, gentlemen, Germany over 
everything in the world. The first 
power on earth, both in peace and 
war. That is, the peace. which I-have 
been ordered by God to conquer for 
her and which I will conquer for her 
with the help of the Almighty.” 

The Emperor, according to this sec- 
ret report, then went on to unfold a 
scheme by which this end was to be 
accomplished. When sufficiently large 
Zeppelins were built, England’s North 
Sea, channel and Atlantic fleets would 
be destroyed. “After which nothing 
on earth can prevent tne landing of 
our army on British soil and its tri- 
umphant march to London.” we, 

Fast steamers belonging to the 
Hamburg-American: and North Ger- 
man lines would be relied upon for 
the transport’ of tne invading army. 
This war would be against Great Brit- 
ain and France, said the Kaiser. Rus- 
sia was suffering too much from the 
effects.of her war with Japan to enter 
the conflict. F 

The Emperor went on to speak for 
the United ‘States us a country where 
even now I rule supreme, where al- 
most half the population is either -of 
German birth or German descent, and 
where three million German voters do 
my bidding at the presideatial elec- 
tions. - . 

“Their country would next be 
taught a lesson. German power would 


‘be supreme. in South America and 


South Africa, among other things, the 
German. flag would ‘wave over the 
Holy Shrine of Jerusalem.’” 

The program ends with the. declar- 
ation:: as 

“That accomplished, I shall unite 
all the people of the white race in a 


powerful alliance for the purpose of | 


coping under German auspices, with 
the yellow peril, which is becoming 
more formidable with every year.”

Henri Sienkiewiez, the famous Pol- 
ish novelist and the author of “Quo 
Vadis,” is, like tens, of thousands of 
his compatriots, a refugee, driven 
from home by the war. He is now at 
Vevey with the.members of:the com- 
mittee for the relief of victims of the 
war in Poland, of witich he is presi- 
dent and Ignace Paderewski is vice- 
president. The latter will visit New 
York in conhection with the Polish 
work. 

No more appalling pictire of death, 
destruction and devastation has ever 
been drawn than that outlined by 
Sienkiewléz, who declares it is 
unique in history. He says; 

“Poland has nothing to, do with the 
‘war. She has been conquered and 
partitioned. She is not one ofthe 
belligerent nations—yet: a million 
and a half of her sons are fightivg 
fratricidal battles in the armies of 
three different warring States. Our 
country is made the cockpit of the 
battles of Europe and is devastated 
from end to end, three-quarters of 4 
million men bearing arms for Ger, 
many or Austria. 

“Think what this means! When 
the order for a charge is given 
hordes of soldters rush or each other. 
When they get within’ striking dis- 
tance and commence cutting one an- 
other down they find the language in 


which they are uttering their impre- 
cations: is their common, natal 
tongue. It frequertly happens that 


when the Red Cross nurses go to col- 
lect the wounded they lift from a 
heap one man in a German uniform, 
another in an Austrian and a third in 
a Russian—but all three of them| 
Poles. . si 

“The misery is really very great in 
the .ingdom. In Poland alone there 


ands of chapels and churches dam- 
aged or destroyea. Nine out of Pol- 
and’s ten provinces have been occu- 
pied by Germans, who seized every- 
thing they found, even to peasants’ 
chickens. The -homeless villagers | 
sought shelter in the forests,- where 
women and children are now dying of 
coe and hungér by the thousands 
aily. 


“In the whole 100,000. square’ kilo-

MINE SWEEPING OFF PORTS 


Naval Service Warns Other Vessels 
to Keep Out of Harm’s Way | 


The possibility of German mines 
being strewn off Canadian Atlantic or 


* Pacific ports is indicated in an official 


warning issued by the naval service. 
as to the operations of governme 
mine sweepers, The notice says that 
“Government vessels are sometimes 
engaged in sweeping operations off 
ports in Canada. Whilst so engaged 
they work in pairs,-eonnected by a 
wire hawser. They show the follow- 
ing signals: 

“A black ball at the foremast head 
and a similar ball at’ the yardarm or 
where it can best be seen. For. the 
public safety. all other vessels must 
keep out of the way of vessels flying 
this signal, and should remember that 
it is dangerous to pasg between the 
vessels of a pair.”

Australian Farmers Find Source 
Wealth in Their Myricd of ‘ 
Rabbits ; 

The rabbit has made great headway 
in the Australian district around 
Nimitybelle and trapping has become 
a profitable industry, so a Sydney 
newspaper reports. One buyer alone, 
it seems, sent away more than a ton 
of skins each week all through last 
season. It has been decided to start 
freezing works at: the place—that 
means carrying the surplus rabbit 
crop over in cold storage. The expor- 
tation of rabbit skins trom Australia 
now exceeds ‘in value $3,000,000 ‘an- 
nually, according to the Sydney re- 
port. 

Now this is astonishing informa- 
tion. The antipodes are to be congrat- 
ulated. For years we have been hear- 
ing about their pest of rabbits....Ays- 
tralians have long. viewed ‘witb glooin 
the overrunning of their continent. 
What mosquitoes are to New Jersey, 
or prairie dogs to Kansas, or the 
gypsy moth to New Hngland, rabbits 
are to Australia—that has been tae 
impression. 

It wag sixty years ago, or so, that 
an  incautious gentleman of ‘Ngw 
South Wales obtained from furope.

Sir Thomas said that his visit’ to 
New York was mainly in the nature 
of a pleasure trip for himself and his 
family and it is his intention to re 
turn to Montreal in a day or two. ; 

“Naturally I know much more 
about the affairs of Canada,” s1:d Sir 
Thomas, when asked to comment on 
business conditions in the United 
States, “but I can see no rea3on why 
business should not_be e«ellent in 
the United Stutes. There are large 
crops, prices sre very “onmduanding 
end the Unitai States is doing avery 
great export business, notwithstand- 
ing the shortage of tonnage on the 
Atlantic. I do not think there is the 
‘east doubt that one of these days in 
the near future the United States 
will enter upon an era of very mark- 
ed activity and prosperity. ‘ There 
does not appear to be one ‘ingle fac- 
tor to account for abnormal depres- 
sion, unless it be that uncertainty 
about legislation and consequent un- 
certainty about financial plans have 
retarded the railroads in making ex- 
penditures that ought to be made to 
meet the ‘requirements of improved 
‘business when it comes. It strikes 
me as an onlooker that the existing 
business depression in the United 
States is merely. temporary and that 
there are signs of a return of confid- 
ence whict was shaken three or four 
years ago. . 

“The remarkable promptness with 
which the Pennsylvania . Railroad 
bonds have been taken up is a very 
hopeful sign and this yvill probably, be 
the beginning of similar movements 
on the part of other large United 
States railroad corporation;.” 

Discussing the crop. situation in 
Canada, Sir Thomas said: “We did 
not have as good a crop last year as 
we had the. year before owing to a 
prolonged period of drouth, but there 
is reason to believe there is still a

A letter received from Arthur Ham 
kin, now serving as wireless operator 
on a British pattleship cruising off 
northeast Africa, describes the cap 
ture, in the Red Sea, of a large saik 
ing vessel engaged in carrying cap 
tured African natives to Arabia to be 
sold as slaves. The letter says, im 
part: 

“There was a large canvas lying in 
her bow, and when this was raised we 
found the front of the ship packed 
with slave women and little boys. 
The poor Women were scared nearly 
te-death. ‘Ehe clavers had told them. 
we would cut off their heads if we 
caught them, and threatened to knife 
them if they moved under the cam 
vas. 52 ‘ 

“We had to 10wer a boat and lift 
them into it, and then raise them im 
the boat on board. So weak and 
cramped were they that they could 
hardly stand. Some men and. boys 
taken off were in much better condl- 
tion, although they had been chained. | 
in the ship eight days. The last two 
days they had been without food. The 
sailors from our ship had to pick 
them up bodily and carry them below. 

“When we landed, these poor peo- 
ple, after they had learned we were 
their saviors, fell down at the feet of 
the sailors and kissed their boots. In- 
stead of going into slavery they will 
be turned over to the convent and 
educated and then sent back to their 
native homes in Africa.”

The work and scope of the Ex- 
perimental Farms.and Stations have 
developed to such an extent that it 
has been found necessary for the 
sake of convenience to devote two 
volumes of ‘nearly five hundred 
pages each, to the main or aggregate 
report forthe year ending March 81, 
1914.
